POWERS ANIL HOffARD 

Removed to Louisville Jail for 
Safe Keeping. 

Caleb Powers and James How- 
ard were taken to Louisville from 
Georgetown, Ky., and placed in 
jail on Wednesday afternoon. The 
removal was made at the request 
of Commonwealth's Attorney 
Franklin on the ground that the 
Georgetown jail would not be per- 
fectly secure in the event of an at- 
♦4jnpt to secure the liberty of the 
prisoners. Powers and Howard 
■tated on their affidavit in Louis- 
ville that they were ignorant of 
the reasons for their removal and 
■cpffed at any attempt at release 
pending the action of the Court of 
Appeals on their cases. 

The following is the affidavit of 
the Jailer of Scott county :

Jas. Finley: "I am the Jailer 
ot Scott county, Ky., and have il 
my custody in the jail of said 
county James Howard and Caleb 



am informed that there is on 
v foot In certain sections of this 
State an>ong friends and sympa- 
thizers of the above mentioned 
Howard and Powers a secret move- 
ment, the object of which is to 
have a number of armed and dee. 
perate men visit Georgetown, res- 
cue from my custody and the jail 
of this county the said Howard 
and Powers and set them at liber 
ty. I have learned of the above 
indicated determination on the 
part of the friends of said Howard 
and Powers by having seen and 
read letters received at the jail 
here addressed to said parties, re- 
spectively, two ot which letters, 
one to Howard and one to Powers, 



copy herewith and which read 
follows : 

Dundee, Ky., 9, 29, 1903. 

"My Dear Jim :— Your letter re- 
ceived, and in reply will say I 
clear forgot the matter and never 
pushed it as I should. I made up 
$3.50, for which you will find 
check enclosed. Just hold on till 
Belknap gets in and you will be 
ail lighi. if they try to hog us 
out this time there is going to be 
trouble in camp and if they suc- 
ceed in doing so, you will be set at 
liberty. Wishing you good luck 
in your case, will close. You will 
find list of names recorded who 
contributed. 

Respectfully.

"The following letter came in ft* 
envelope addressed to Hon. Caleb 
Powers, Georgetown, Scott county, 
Ky., and reads :

Having thus thoroughly studied 
the crystals, place them on a piece of 
white paper in strong light and 
shadow. Draw the outlines clear and 
strong, and the angles and faces of 
the crystal sharply. Some crystals 
resemble one another so closely, like 
certain forms of calcite and quartz, 
that only by very careful drawing 
can one be distinguished from the 
other, especially without the use of 
color. In highly colored ores and 
crystals, some beautiful realistic ef- 
fects have been attained by photo- 
lithography in colors, but many ores 
and crystals have no distinctive col- 
ors; then, you must rely on form. 
Again, some forms of crystals are 
identical in form with others of «n 
entirely different order, and 1 you may 
have to distinguish them by color. 
Shading, especially in transparent 
crystals, should be used sparingly, 
except when the shadow is very pro- 
nounced, or when the base3 of the 
crystals descend into the deep depths 
and recesses of the geode cavern. To 
bring out distinctly the forms of 
white and tr»r>alucent crystals it may 
be well to 6hade a dark background 
back of them. 

Sometimes a row of quartz crystals 
in I he nenter of a vein i» locked in the 
embrace of an opposite set, like a 
row of clenched teeth. Occasionally 
these are beautifully tinted with ame- 
thystine purple, whilst back of 
them is a layer of milky white opa- 
line quartz, agate, or chalcedony, and 
back ef that a dense layer of red, yel- 
low, or variegated ja»per. In draw- 
ing crystals the main point to be 
aimed at is their characteristic shap- 
or grouping, so that anyone seeing 
the sketch may recognize them as be- 
longing to a particular family. When 
crystals are very small, as in twin 
crystals of tin, or in crystal of teJlu- 
ride ores, it is legitimate to magnify 
the crystal so as to bring out its dis- 
tinctive features. Some ores form 
a series of concentric rings, like green 
malchite r.nd blue azurite of copper; 
they had better be represented by 
their natural vivid colors.

Nash, in presenting the 
monuments to the convention, said 
in part: 

It is now more than forty years 
since the men whose deed of hon- 
or we thus honor, contended on 
this field. The monuments of 
bronze and granite which you 
have erected cannot make their 
fame more enduring, for their 
achievemerts are inscribed in his- 
tory's imperishable pages. No 
words of ours can add to the lus- 
ter of their patriotism, of purest 
ray, as it is already deeply en- 
shrined in the hearts of their coun- 
trymen. 

Neither are we here to boast 
over those who were then our foes. 
Ours is a loftier, more noble and 
patriotic purpose. They are no 
longer our enemies. They are oar 
friends. We are all Americans. 
We love our country. We owe 
allegiance to one Government. 
We live under one flag, which each 
of us, I am sure, is ever ready to 
defend, now and evermore. If, 
when we leave this scene and the 
l<?«sene here led ucated, our love 
of country is not more sincere, 
our allegiance to our Government 
is not more firmly cemented and 
our love for the flag is not more 
intense, our coming together will 
have been for little purpose. 

When the great conflict began 
and all seemed lost the President 
of L'uu United States was of suffic- 
ient strength and nobility of pu 
pose to look beyond the storm and

"Though passion may strain, it 
must not break our bonds of atfec 
tion. The mystic chords of mem- 
ory, stretching from every battle 
field and patriot grave to even 
loving heart and hearthstone, all 
over this broad land, will yet swel 
the chorus of the Union, -rhe:
